TRANSFERRED OIL SHIP 
SEIZEDOFF SANDY HOOK 


Standard Company's Brindilla, 
Renamed and Under Our

HALIFAX, N. S., Oct. 18.—As @ prize 
of war the steamer Bringilla, flying the 
United .

bulletins from Berlin indicate that the 
German plan’ was’ ‘to make a rapid 
dash along the coast/in, the hope .of. 
getting in the:réar of the British and 
Belgian armies, In’the confusion that 
resulted the Germans hoped to deliver 
.@. telling blow. We: cannot tell yet 
oxactly what has happened, as the re-' 
ports from allied sources mention only 
isolated successes. 

It is definitely shown, however, that 
the Germans have not ;reached the 
border in this manoeuvre, and also 
that the Belgians have effected a junc- 
tion with the British and French. Both 
of the latter have made strenuous ef- 
forts to rush additional troops to close 

“the gap between their left flank and 
the North Seq. The attacks that they 
are making between Arras and Ypres 
will tend to relieve pressure on the ex- 
treme flank, and may have this as 
their principal object. 

It. seems hardly probable, however. 
that their relative strength opposite 
Lille is sufficient to give them hopes 
of breaking through the German re- 
sistance at this point. On learning of 
the large force that the Germans had 
concentrated at Antwerp, the British 
and French renewed their activities 
all along the line in the effort to take 
advantage of any consequent weak- 
ening of the Germans’ strength at the 
front. At Arras and Soissons the Ger- 
mans were forced back to new lines, 
with little result in the relative mili- 
tary positions. 


The advance of the French to Apré- 
mont and Pagny on the line due east 
of St. Mihiel shows an appreciable 
weakening of the German resistance 
in this district. The first effect of this 
manoeuvre promises to be the enforced 
abandonment by the Germans of their 
advanced position near St. Mihiel. 
The reports from Paris say that the 
German line has. been* pushed back on 
each side of, St. Mihiel to Hatton- 
Chatel on the north and to Aprémont 
on the south. The intervening gap of 
seven miles is then the only line of 
escape for the German Army that has 
been holding a strong position in the 
hills on the east bank of the Meuse. 

This advance of the French north- 
ward from Nancy toward Metz is 
part of the original plan of operations 
on which the.strategical conduct of 
their campaign was based. Their gen- 
eral plan was to permit a German ad- 
vance through Belgium while they: cut 
in behind the German Army by send- 
ing a turning force via Metz and the 
Moselle Vailey. This move was at- 
tempted in August by an army of six 
corps, but was repulsed with large 
losses. It: may be that the French are 
again feeling their way forward in 
this district, with the idea of again 
using thts line of advance if they find 
the route through Northern Belgium 
barred by the Germans in fortified po- 
sitions that cannot be carried without 
undue losses. 

An advance through German Lor- 
raine will call for some stiff fighting 
and will be a relatively slow move- 
ment.. From Diedenhofen to Metz and 
from there southeast toward Strass- 
burg the Germans have a line of bar- 
rier forts similar to those that form 
the French defenses from Verdun to 
Belfort. No information has yet come 
out of the possession by the French 
of large calibre field mortars, such as 
would be required to give them hope 
of the rapid reduction of these forts.

The French 
have here been driven back from 
Mithausen to points inside of their 
border, while the Germans have ad- 
vanced their heavy siege artillery-to 
positions from which it can.be used 
against the outer line of the Belfort 
fortifications. The operations in this 
district are largely in the nature of a 
demonstration or a diversion. ‘Neither 
side has as yet sufficient force to ex- 
tend its strongly occupied: battle line 
so far to the south. 

It seems unlikely that the Germans 
can be in sufficient force at this 
Point to-hope to penetrate into French 
territory far enough to have any ap- 
preciable influence on the fighting in 
the north. Also, while the’ Allies out- 
number the Germans in the French 
theatre of operations; it is ‘improbable 
that they are yet able to think of a 
turning move so extensive as would 
be required for an advance via Bel- 
fort-and the Valley of the Rhine. They 
are too much occupied at present with 
the one thought of stopping the Ger- 
mans ‘in the north to be able to start 
such a diversion. 


A safer strategical plan for them 
lies in making sure for the present of 
preventing further gains by the Ger- 
mans. The resumption of the offen- 
sive on a grand, scale by the Allies 
can well wait until they have got 
their troops better equipped for the 
campaign and until the British rein- 
forcements become available. 

In the campaign in Russia, as in 
that in France,. the controlling motive 
of the conduct of operations by the 
Allies hag seemed to be to keep from 
getting defeated by the Germans. If 
one may judge from all sources of 
news concerning the Allies’ opera- 
tions, they seem to have been so 
strongly, impressed with the proba- 
bility of German victories that they 
have reported every ‘“‘ successful re- 
treat’’ with elation.. It is an inter- 
esting comparison to note that the 
newspapers in the Confederate States 
in 1864, during the period of Con- 
federate reverses, were full of com- 
ments on the masterly retreats of’ 
their forces and the’ outrages com- 
mitted by their opponents. Such an 
attitude assumed by the press bu- 
reaus of the Allies would seem: to be 
an acknowledgment of a discourag- 
ing position. 

There is no question that the allied 
armies will continue for some months 
yet, to increase their strength steac- 
ily, as the additional forces of Russia 
and the British Empire reach the 
front. This is probably the control- 
ling fact that makes the Allies satis- 
fied with breaking even in the fight- 
ing of these first few months. It is 
evident that this war is going to con- 
tinue for many months. The full 
strength of the Allies will not be 
reached before the first. mcnths of 
1915, and it seems certain that they 
will not consider peace until they 
have victories in the field to give 
force to the terms that they may 
demand in the final settlement.

ATTACKS BY AIRSHIPS 
NOT GOVERNED BY LAW 


Status of Warring Nations Under 
The Hague Conventions Ex- 
plained by Peace Foundation. 


BOSTON, Oct. 18.—Uncertainty hav- 
ing arisen us to the binding effect of 
The Hague conventions upon: the bel- 
ligerents in the. European war, the 
World Peace Foundation. issues the 
accompanying explanation to show the 
precise status of -the engagements in 
regard to the respective parties to the 
conflict: 

None of the. belligerents except Great 
Britain has ratified the declaration of 
1907. prohibiting the discharge of pro- 
jectiles and explosives fram balloons or 
“by other new methods of a similar 
nature.’” This declaration is therefore 
not operative. The declaration of 1899 
expired by limitation fn 1905, so that air

name drawn i by the 1899 conference.

English Engineer Says 
Will Not Undertake London Attack, 


Arthur R. Selincourt.. an English civil 
engineer, who was at the Waldorf-As- 
toria yesterday, said that he did not be- 
Heve the Germans would risk sending 
their Zeppelins over the North Sea, a 
distaneé of 600 miles at least, to drop 
bombs on London.

The 
House may résent the Senate’s reduction 
of the bank tax from $2 to $1 on cach 
$1,000 of stock, but this will be more 
than offset by the Senatée’s tax on lux- 
uries, like cosmetics, perfumeries, cham- 
pagnes, and carbonated wines. 

Consideration of the bill in the House 
when it comes back from conference 
may ‘be delayed... by, Representative 
Henry of Texas, and the other South- 
erners fighting for legislation for the 
relief. of the cotton situation.

Tt was said last night that J. Borden 
Harriman, who ten days ago was re- 
ported dying at his country home 4t 
Mount Kisco, was making a most 
astonishing recovery and had pro- 
gressed so far on the road t6 complete 
health that he would be able to get up 
today. 

Mr. Harriman’ # illness was a digestive 
trouble of many years’ standing which 
had increased in virulence of late to 
such an extent that early in 1913 he 
was compélled to resign from the firm 
of Harriman & Co., bankers and 
brokers, in which he was in partner- 
thip-with his brother Oliver.

“Clubs” of Women Who Pay 25 
Cents a Week Organized in 
the Poorer: Districts. 





Six representatives of: two furniture | : 

companies have - been held for ex- 
amination before Magistrate Barlow on 
Noy. 10 as the result of an inquiry irito 
a.scheme of selling furniture, which the 
District Attorney. asserts’ violates the 
lottery laws. The men under arrest 
are Samuel Lobel, Abraham Cohen, and 
Jacob Horwitz; who are connected with 
the Grand Rapids Distributing Company 
of 120 West Eighteenth Street,“ and 
Frederick Miller, Joseph . Bloom, and 
Alfred Benedict of the Empire Home 
Furnishing Company of “241 West 
Twenty-third Street. In connection 
with the-arrests, the books of the cor- 
porations were seized by Detectives 
Thomas and Trojan. In the last three 
months more than 200 complaints have 
been, received. by Assistant District.At- 
torney Aaron J. Colnon, in.charge of thé 
Complaint Bureau. Mr. Colnon has 
been--assisted in his investigation by 
Assistant District Attornéys, Heilborn 
and ‘Loening. Mr. Loenthg” has ex- 
amined the books of the two companies, 
and says that they show the daily re· 
ceipts of one company averaged $400 a 
day, with 9,000 outstanding contracts. 
The examination” has established, . ac- 
cording to Mr. Loening, that the 
Proprietors of the corporations are in- 
terested in ‘other corporations doing 
similar: business under different names. 
This is Mr. Colnon’s explanation of 
the companies’ operations, which ex- 
tend into cities and towns in the vicinity 
of New York: 
“The Grand Rapids . Distributing 
Company sends an agent or solicitor 
into the poorer section of* the town, 
and through him lays before women 
in the neighborhood a plan whereby a 
furniture club or society is to be or- 
ganized, each member to pay in the. 
sum of 25 cents a week for a period not 
to exceed seventy weeks, the - entire 
membership of the club not to exceed 
seventy. persons, and the one member 
of the club to bé selected each week to 
receive an article of furniture of the 
value of $17.50. 

“The contract signed by the. credulous 
purchaser redds: ‘In order to advertise 
our business ona broader principle we 
will distribute among our patrons each 
week. several pieces. of \furniture, and 
persons who are selected to receive the 
furniture as an advertising medium will 
not be required to make any further 
payments, and will then be entitled to 
receive their furniture at once.’

Explorers to Start ‘This Week and| 


Collect. Specimens and Data for 
Museum of’ Natural, History. 





Col. Theodore Roosevelt has put up 
$5,000 to finance a South American ex- 
pedition headed by Leo E. ‘Miller of the 

staff of the American Museum of Nat- 


ural History, who was with the Colonel |. 


in his own recent expedition. « Mr. Mil- 
ler will sail this ‘week’ for Porto Colom- 


bia, and after arriving at this port. the 


explorers will proceed up the Magdalena 
River, and will continue on to, Porto 
iBerrio, passing about a week upon the 
river. 

From this point the travelers will go 
overland to the central range of the An- 


dcs Mountains, where a camp will be] 


formed. In this region the members of 
the party will explore the mountains 
from their base to the lofty peaks, and 
it is expected that this work will last 
for, about five months. 

Following their exploration in the An- 
des, the party will proceed to Panama, 
where they will remain for a month on 
the western coast. From Panama they 
will voyage down the Pacific Coast of 
South America to Antofagasta,- Chile. 
The explorers propose to invade the in- 
terior of Bolivia as far as Sucre, where 
they. will make headquarters for a time. 
From Sucre they plan to take a trip. to 
Titicaca, which is said to be the highest 
lake in Peru -and also in the world. 

If all plans are fulfilled, about a year 
will be spent in the interior of Peru, 
Bolivia, and Chile, and exploration will 
be conducted in the-peaks of the Andes 
Mountains, with occasional: trips down 
the eastern slopes in search of tropical 
fauna in raguay and the Chapadon 
region of-Brazil. After exploring the 
Andes it is proposed to voyage down one 
of. the rivers flowing into the Amazon, 
either the Beni or the Pilcomayo. If 
successful the. voyagers will continue 


down the ‘river until they reach the 


mouth of the Amazon. 

“Our object,” said Mr. Miller, in 
speaking of the proposed expedition, "is 
to make ,zoological studies. and gather 
colléctions for the Museum, and to take 


observations and acquire data in the 


regions explored. The finances for the 


exnedition. have been contributed by 


Col. Roosevelt: We intended to go to 


the Duida Mountains on the Upper 
Orinoco, but these plans were abandoned 


owing to causes connected with the war, 
wie interfered with steamship con- 
nections. .As we make our voyage down 
the Amazon, if health

No one 
will fora: moment. gontend: that: the’ 
powers, the. duties, and the _responsi- 
bilities of these offices in the State 
Government ‘are.greater than those of 
like offices in. Washington; they are, 
as a.matter of fact, notoriously less. 
The Federal system of appointment is 
marked: by relatively ‘great care and 
certainty. That of the State is Clumsy, 
confusing, and very insecure.

JAPAN’S RULES OF WAR AT SEA. 
' TALLEYRAND once. reminded Naro- 
Leon that war was the business of 
professional soldiers and ought not to 
be carried on against unarmed men, 


and publicists in all modern times 


have, unfortunately without. full peér- 
cuasiye effect, urged the observance 
of the principle that war ‘should be 
made as little of a nuisance as possi- 
ble to neutral powers, and that its 
interference with. peaceful commerce 
should be confined within the narrow- 
est’ possible limits. It was in that 
spirit that Japan,. prior to her dec- 
laration of war with Germany. on 
Aug, 23, drew up and issued the im- 
perial regulations describing the con- 
ditions cf exemption from capture of 
German merthant vessels, which we 
reprint in another column. . - 

‘It will be observed that these reg- 

ulations very closely follow ‘the ‘‘ Con- 
vention’ Relative to the Status of 
Enemy. Merchant Ships at the Out- 
break of. Hostilities,”’ concluded at 
the Second Peace Conference at The 
Hague in 1907. . The Japanese ex- 
emptions, indeed, are ‘somewhat 
broader than those of The Hague 
agreement. The Japanese  Govern- 
ment seems to have been géided not 
mérely by the articles of the con- 
vention, but by its spirit, which was 
embodied in the preamble where the 
desire was expressed 
to insure the security of international 
ecommerce against the surprises of war 
and wishing in accordance with mod- 
ern practice ‘to protect," as far as 
possible, -operations undertaken -In 
good faith\and in’ process” of being 
carried out before the outbreak of 
hostilities. 

“Under these ‘regulations German 
vessels lying in Japanese ports were 
permitted to discharge or take on 
board cargoes other than contraband 
until Sept.. 5, a period .of nearly two 
weeks after the declaration of. war, 
and: were allowed ta complete .trans- 
actions entered into {n- good faith be- 
fore the opening. of hostilities. Also, 
German Vessels. leaving their last’ 
port: of departure ‘in: ignorance of they 
existence of a state of war were per- 
mitted to discharge or ‘take on board 
cargoes arid to sail for their original 
port: of ‘destination unmolested, and 
such ships Were made exempt from 
capture at sea. Ships detained by the 
Japanese were so held subject to 
restitution .or to being expropriated 
on the payment of compensation after 
the termination of hostilities. 

The disposition Here is! to let 
innocent commerce go its-way, even 
inthe enemy’s ships, for a reasonable 
time after the beginning of hostilities. 
These. regulations show that Japan 
adopts for herself the highest stand- 
frds of-the rules-6f warfare as form- 
ulated by the Powers in international 
conference: They may be commended 
as an‘examiple to the ee family 
of nations.

a Humorous war there comes a 
Anecdote: story about the Ger- 
man commander of a 
little steamer plying the waters of Lake 
Nyassa, Away off. there in Central 
Africa Me had heard’ nothing of the 
great conflict. His English neighbors, 
however, were better informed and they 
sent an armed. boat'to capture his ves- 
sel. They approached cautiously, ex- 
pecting resistance, and opened fire, but 
it was not until the fourth shot of their 
evidently unskiliful’ gunner had done 
the first damage by carrying away the 
German's gangway that her Captain 
rushed on deck, called: his assgilants’ 
“ fools’’—emphasizing the epithet after 
the too customary mannef of fresh 
water as well‘as of salt water sailormen 
and told them that if they kept up 
their reckless shooting they would hit 
his ship! 

This is-not.merely the amusing anec- 
dote it seems at first thought. The 
angry astonishment of the German Cap- 
tain, and his assumption that his ‘life; 
and property had been endangered unin- 
tentionally, “but in criminal careless- 
ness; -were exactly, the emotion -that 
would inevitably be caused by, and ex- 
actly the judgment that ‘would be passed 
on, practically every act of war by any 
pane and civilized person who. happened 
to’ see it without previous information 
that a dispute was in course of settle- 
ment by force instead of by reason. 
The Captain naturally enough thought 
that nobody except fools deserving of 
his: vehement condemnation would thus 
subject him to serious risk while he was 
quietly and peacefully attending to his 
innocent. business. 

Presumably. he changed his mind when 
the situation was explained to him, but 
there was little or no logical necessity 
for him to do so,-for, war or no. war, 
the intrinsic quality of the conduct-..that 
angered. him remained about ‘the same.

REPLIES TO MRS. W. ASTOR. 


The Other Side ‘of Such Stories of 
Barbarism from a German Source. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With the fine spirit displayed by the Amer- 
ican press for “fair play’’ you gave a 
prominent position on your front page fe- 
cently to a letter from Mrs. W. Astor telling 
of “*-Charges~of cruelty made by British 
soldiers’. against the Germans. Mrs. W. 
Astor also says: *‘I know that the Germans 
are doing what-they can in America ‘to deny 
these things, &c.’’ Allow me to_ sup- 
plement Mrs. _W. Astor’s ‘stories by 
extracts from a letter by a professor 
in Berlin, which “speaks of the shoot- 
ing of a girl by order of a German officer 
for the’ cutting of throats of the wounded and 
the gouging out of their eyes, each item being 
vouched for by the name of the eyewitness. 
This letter aiso tells some details of the 
morale of these barbarous Germans. 

It is a long letter, full of intense interest 
te sympathizers with Germany, but I. give 
only-a few short sentences bearing on above 
points: 








Berlin, Steglitz, Sept. 138, 1914. 

* * * My friend Gerhardt. whenever he 
found cover between the different. attacks 
made against the French, wrote a Latin 
ode—it is perféct; and for his pupils here 
he worked out an exercise to be trans- 
lated inte Latin, describing the battle itself. 
Withal he slept nine nights out of eléven 
on ‘the damp field under the open sky, and 
onthe day of the battle he had nothing 
but, one cup of coffee all day long.  Won- 
derful -feliows! ‘The influence of these 
educated oficers on’ thé men is iniposing. 
In Berlin there are so mahy ofifcers and 
soldiers running about, one can’t under- 
stand what ‘they all are doing; and, besides, 
thousands of reservists and Landwehr 
(militia?) have been sent home. ‘Volun- 
teers for the war are no longer. taken. 
* * © Horrible is the manner in which our 
woundéd are treated. Lieut. von Franken- 
berg, the brother of Martha Schrader, lay 
dangerously . wounded. on thé battlefield and 
saw hi if the throats of qur wounded 
“being cut.

Officials Say That a Large Part of 
“Army's Work in- American. 
“Cities Must Be Abandoned, 


The Salvation Army here and abroad 
is facing. a crisis, the most severe it 
has had to meet in its existemce, sev- 
eral of the Army's leading officers saia 
yesterday. The financial condition of 
the Army in America;is most affected 
by the war. In Europe the war has 
practically disrupted the usual indus- 
trial and religious activities. More than 
10,000 workers and members,of the or- 
} ganization are fighting in the ranks. 
The. on tire system and operation: of the 
organization have been swept away... A 
new. start must be undertaken after the 
war. 

There are fitty institutions operated 
bythe Salvation. Army in New. York, 
and vicinity. All ‘of these have been 
* affected. The cticlals are 
doubtful if they will be able to. care for 
the poor as usual, though the- demand 
for assistance this Winter promises to 

greater’than in previous years. 

During the Christmas -season_ the 
army here provides for about 300, 
persons. To'do this: it has always ‘had 
to draw on its reserye funds. This. year 
it- ‘has: no. reserve. Most of the larger 
donations and: gifts of money.'to the 
afmy here now are for the sufferers in 
fhe war zoné, and are being sent-abroad 
tor. distribution through such parts of 
the organization as remain intact in the 
warring ‘countries: 

Col. Alexander M. Damon, National 
Field Secretary. of the. Army e, said 
last night that while the situation was 
most serious he believed the organiza- 
tion in America would be able. to hold to- 
ats and continue some part of its 

charities and work at least.

‘““Its international character “is the 
eause of that: -Its.members are fight- 
ing in the. ranks in Germany, France, 
and Belgium. path, tak except in 
England the work of the organization 
and its. actual existence are for the 
time broken up.
